PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Feb. 6. 
—There was a day in the long history 
of Haiti when men here gazed with 
awe on the approach) of strange 
white-winged ships, from which came 
gods shaped like men, -but white’ of 
skin. That was the day‘in 1492 when 
the Haiti of thé: Indians’ was- discov- 
ered by Christopher Columbus. 

Today other men, quite other men, 
in Haiti discovered in Charles A. 
Lindbergh the man who opened the 
gir route from the new to the old 
continent, linking them in’ half, as 
many hours as Columbus took) days. 

There were no Indians in the crowd 
today. It was a polka-dot throng of 
8,000 black and white faces, in which 
2,200 of Colonel Lindbergh's country- 
men were sprin tamong the citi- 
zens of the Ameotir only black re- 
public.

' There were many : 
Haitian élite and all the Americans 
‘present, to whom Colonel Lindbergh 
and his ship, unlike the caravels: of 
Columbus, were already known by 
the printed and broadcast. word, by 
phonograph and. Movie. Unlike Co- 
lumbus, his coming was foretoid to 
them, foretold by electricity to the 
very hour. 

Yet, like Columous, Colonel Lind- 
bergh ‘today -had centred on him thi 
eyes of these men in Haiti, who aart 
not without awe. 

These saw him not as a god: But 
they saw him perhaps as a mah who 
is as lonely in the things he has done 
as were the gods of er time. To 
them Lindbergh “familiar did not 
arrive from the iliar city of 
Santo Domingo. 

There was in his coming something 
like that of Columbus. As .one. 
Haitian said: 

“Lindbergh, too,. comes. from re- 
gions. known to him alone.” 

He came ag the man who, in this 
game Spirit of St. Louis, had defied 
the solitary reaches of ocean, moun- 
tain and jungle. Lindbergh came as 
the transeverything flier.

_. PORT’ AU PRINCE) Haiti, Feb. 6.—My ‘route today gave me ‘an 
unusually. good opportunity. te see the island upon which the two republics 
of Haiti and Santo Domingo are situated. 

“When. I left Santo Domingo this morning at 10: 50 o’clock, local time 
[10:30 A. M. Port au Prince and Néw York time], instead of heading 
west toward the Haitian capital I took a northwest course in, order, at 


the request of _the Dominican Government, to fly over. Sante de los tf 


Caballeros. 

After- Jeaving the tropical plain near the ‘City: ‘of Setito: Ditiiigo, 
and passing over the low mountains, I climbed up over the fertile plateau, 
covered with vegetation, to the more temperate climate in which Santiago 
is situated. It is the largest city in the interior of. Santo.Domingo. © _ 

T circled low several times, both over Santiago. and ‘over. the: ayiation

Haitien, which is Haiti’s second city. , 
Visits Famous Citadel of La Ferriere. 


I circled low over this‘early capital of Haiti and over the bay, which; 
Tam told, Columbus visited on his first voyage, 

, A number of miles southwest of Cape Haitien is the Citadel of La 
Ferriare, built a little more than one Hundred, years ago by the’ Haitian 
King Henry Christophe. 

I.had been told of this citadel, which is ednsideted by men hes have 
seen it to be an eighth wonder of the world, and I made a special point 
of visiting it. It is well worth a much longer visit than 1 was able to 
give it. 

This ‘citadel is situated in an impregnable position on the sai of a 
mountain 3,000 feet above the maine anid dominates both the land and the 
ocean for’miles around. 

It would:be considered a Sale a structure Phoenae ce ‘It is all the more 
difficult to imagine the labor ité construction on the mountain top. must 
have involved, especially with the methods ih use a century ago. 


Construction of Citadel Interests Him. 


This enormous fortress, with its thick, sold-looking walls,’ which must 
bein. places 200 feet high, is built entirely of brick and stone assembled 
piece by piece. 

All the brick at least had to be carried up from the bottom of the 
steep mountain mostly either by hand or.on the heads’ ‘of the laborers. 
The carrying of all sorts of things on the head seems to’ bea! Spcerite 
means of transportation here. uF. 

The citadel is said to have been armed with hundreds of huge cannon, 
which must have been extremely difficult to bring up the mountain. | A 
number of these cannon still remain, but they were hidden from me by 
the roof. 

At one end of the citadel, partly overgrown with shrubbery; I did see 
‘homer cannon balls stacked in long rows. 

Not least remarkable feature of the citadel is its shape. Roughly, 
it resembles;a rectangle, with great battlements rounding three ‘of the 
comers... ‘ 

The battlement on the fourth corner, however, extends out to a point 
like theyprow of a dreadnought. At the base this prow, a:long point’ of 
solid stoné and brick construction, juts out like a ramming device. 


»} t= > ‘Well Preserved, as Far as He Can See. 
_ ‘Pheré are trees growing out of the sheer walks of the citadel and 
tropical , shrubbery covering over parts of the top. There are a number 
of fissures in the walls, but all in all, from the air, it seems to be fairly 
well preserved. 

I am told that there are huge cisterns and even a well within the 
citadel, and big storerooms. 

It could'doubtless have stood a siege for years in those days. 

There would certainly seem to be room within it for thousands of men. 

I understand it was built by Christopher as a last refuge for the 
Haitians. At that time they had only recently freed themselves from |0 


slavery and established an independent State,:and it.seems they feared | Calif 


the French might return.and attempt te recover their lost colony and re- 
establish slavery. 

According to the legend, it was on one of the battlements of this 
citadel that Christopher marched an entire company oyer one. of the pre- 
cipitious walls in order to demonstrate the discipline of his Sroeee: 


Flies Close to Inspect the Ruins. 


I flew down within’a few feet of the citadel in order .to.inspect it. 
The only things I know to compare it to in magnitude are the ancient 
pyramids in Mexico. Both of these ruins are the most impressive I have 
seen. 

Considering the difficulty of construction, the solidity, of the edifice 
and the immense scale on which it is built, this citadel is an astonishing 
work. 

A-few miles further on I saw the ruins of a smaller fort. 

From,the citadel I set a course for Port au vs it ams over St. 
Marc en route. .

CROSSING BODY NAMED. 


City Committee to Take Up Cost 
With Long Island Road. 


To confer with the Long Island 
Railroad Company and learn how 
far it.is willing to go in sharing 
with the city the cost of combining 
the Atlantic Avenue grade crossing 
eliminations with the projected pub- 
lic improvement, Mayor Walker 
yesterday appointed a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Estimate. 

The city authorities are anxious 
to lower the existing tracks into a 
subway and to make a boulevard of 
Atlantic Avenue. At present the 
Long Island Riilroad runs in roller 
coaster fashion from elevated to 
grade. The expense of hing hs | the 
elevated structure is expected to be 
one of the controversial features. 

The Board of Estimate committee 
named by the Mayor is composed of 
Controller Berry, Borough President 
Byrne of Brooklyn and the Borough 
President of Queens. Commissioner 
of Public Works Michael J. Shugrue 
has beén serving as Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens recently. 

Arthur S. Tuttle, chief engineer of 
the Board of Estimate, reported to 
the Committee of the Whole yester- 
day that the straight elimination of 
the grade crossings, exclusive of the 
public improvement features, would 
cost $18,320,000, half to be borne b 
the railroad and the other half 
shared equally by the State and city. 
Indirectly, through taxation, it is es- 
timated that the city would meet 70 
per cent. of the State’s share. 

The entire cost of depressing the 
tracks, removing the elevated struc- 
ture and building a boulevard would 
cost the city more than $26,000,000, it 
is estimated. 


TWO DELAYS ON I. R. T. 


Morning Subway Rush Held Up by 
Signals and Balky Doors. 


Two delays on the Interborough 
subway system happening at almost 
the ‘same time in the rush hour pe- 
riod.. yesterday morning held up 
thousands of passengers on their way 
to work. 

The more serious delay was caused 
by recurring door‘trouble on a west 
side train bound for New Lots Ave- 
nue. This train was delayed three 
minutes at the 145th Street station 
when door trouble developed in three 
cars, four minutes at the 137th Street 
station, four minutes at Ninety-sixth 
Street, besides more minor delays 
between stations. The trouble, which 
started at 8:18 o’clock, was repaired 
at 8:38, but it was many more min- 
utes before following trains spread 
out into normal service. 

The other delay was also caused 
on the west side division. A train 
bound for Van Cortlandt Park 
tripped an out-of-order signal in the 
Clark Street tube, at 8:15, causing 
an actual stop of six minutes with 
ensuing slow service for several min- 
utes afterward.

French Inventor Suggests Detach- 
‘able Section for Crew.

PARIS, Feb. 7.—No sure or practi- 
cable-method of rescue for crews of 
disabled submerged submarines has 
yet been devised, according to a com- 
munication made to the. French 
Academy of Sciences by M. Laubeuf, 
“inventor of the submarine.’’ 

M, Laubeuf declared that all means 
thus far utilized require’ calm water 
and generally more time than the 
crews are able to survive under 
water. He argued that experiments 
must be directed along lines which 
permitted the submarine crew them- 
selves to effect their escape from the 
sunken vessel without awaiting help 
from the outside.

The only other witness today was 
Sheldon Clark, Vice President of the 
Sinclair Refining Company. He was 
on the stand less than five minutes. 
He said he had not been involved 
in any way in the Continental trans- 


actions and knew nothing whatever 
about them. 
Daugherty Case Recalled.

HAVANA, Feb. 6.—While the work 
of the Pan-American Conference 
proceeded today through various 
committees, interest centred in a 
matter which did not come to the 
surface in any of the committee dis- 
cussions. This was the question of 


adopting a rule of international law 
with respect to forcible’ intervention 
by one nation in the affairs of 
another. ' 

Underlying the intervention prob- 
lem is the course of the United 
States in Nicaragua. During the 
long discussion of the subject on 
Saturday in the Committee on Pub- 
lic International Law, -Nicarajua 
never once was mentioned. Nor, 
for that matter, was there any al- 
lusion to the general policy the 
United States has followed in the 
interest of maintaining order and 
rotecting American and foreign 
ives and property in Latin-American 
countries torn by internal political 
strife. 

There was a scrupulous punctil- 
liousness toward the Washington 
Government on the part of the rep- 
resentatives of Latin-American na- 
tions which are privately critical of 
what is taking place in Nicaragua. 


Pressure for ‘Adoption of Rule. 


The -whole object of those critics 
of the Coolidge Administration ap- 
pears to be, say nothing which might 
be construed as personally offensive, 


but at the same time to adopt a fixed 
rule of international law condemna- 
tory of any intervention by the 
United States in the affairs of any 
country under any circumstances 
whatever. 


The matter has a number of inter- 
esting phases, not the least of which 
is the development that Argentina, 
Mexico and Salvador are the Govern- 
ments most anxious to put Uncle 
Sam in his place. 

There is no doubt from the attitude 
of their representatives in the Com- 
mittee on Public International Law 
that they favor a solemn declara- 
tion which not only will’ condemn in- 
directly the past perfarmances of the 
United States Government ‘with re- 
spect to intervention, but will seek 
to place it in such a position that if 
it ever intervened again it would 
seem to be doing so in violation of 
international public opinion, to say 
the least. 

The whole subject is now in the 
hands of a subcommittee of which 
Charles E. Hughes is Chairman. In 
that body the real contest will take 
place. Both sides are represented in 
the subcommittee make-up, and it. is 
expected that there will be franker 
discussion behind closed doors than 
there was in the open session of the

Firmly Against Intervention Ban. 


It goes without saying that the 
United States delegation will not 
agree to any such declaration of in- 
ternational law as that ‘‘no State 


may intervene in the internal affairs 
of another.’”’ This is not interna- 
tional law at all, the United States 
delegation contends, because it has 
not been established by common prac- 
tice and acceptance. 

Therefore, according to the delega- 
tion, it has no place in a codification 
of international law which the Pan- 
American Conference is. seeking to 


Tr ° 

What the United States delegation 
desires is that any declaration rec- 
ognizing the rights of nations to their 
independence and to non-interference 
in their affairs by other nations shall 
be coupled with qualifying state- 
ments pointing out that to have these 
rights respected nations must live up 
to certain duties they owe to other 
nations. ° 

Argentina, Mexico and Salvador, 
backed by some others, would reject 
this completely, thus giving no war- 
rant whatever to any nation to oc- 
cupy foreign territory without per- 
mission. 

The inference from the proposal 
upon which Argentina, Mexico and 
Salvador insist is that if any forcible 
action became necessary, the only 
resort could be to war. 


Plenary Session Faces Tariff Issue. 


Tomorrow the Pan-American Con- 
ference will have a plenary session to 
dispose of several matters that have 
been completed by committees.

ughes Against. Waterpower Treaty. 

The plenary session will be asked 
also to recommend to the American 
republics that there be further study 
of the development of hydroelectric 
power on international rivers. At the 
meeting of the Committee on Initia- 
tives this afternoon an effort was 
Made to take a more definite step on 
this subject. It was proposed that a 
trea’ ould be negotiated govern- 
ing the use of the waters of these 
rivers which are common to two or 
more American countries. 

Mr. Hughes contested the feasibil- 
ity of this. He pointed out the diffi- 
culties which had befallen the Seven 
States Agreement concerning the 
waters of the Colorado River and 
declared: 

“I think it is almost a dream to 
expect that. there would be a general 
convention which would be at all 
satisfactory.’’ 

He contended that the matter re- 

uired technical preparation before 
there would be a basis for conference 
consideration. The Committee on 
Initiative ultimately adopted his view 
that the conference should be asked 
to recommend further study. 


Fear for Union’s Keeping Power. 


A meeting of the Committee on 
the Pan. American Union today was 
chiefly interesting in the impression 
it gave that fears were entertained 
by some delegates that-an effort to 
curtail the union’s activities or per- 
haps lay the foundation for its 
break-up was involved in certain of 
the matters under consideration. 

The old question of whether pro- 
visions for the reorganization of the 
unfon should be made through a gen- 
‘eral treaty or by resolutions of the 
conference came forward in a way 
to indicate that it was looked upon 
as a danger to the union’s existence. 

At a previous meeting of this com- 
mittee it was decided unanimously 
that the reorganization should be ef- 
‘fected through a treaty. ‘The Ameri- 
can. .committeemen, Mr. Hughes, Dr. 
James Brown Scott and Ambassador 
Fletcher, acquiesced. It has been 
part of the policy of the American 
delegation to agree to anything with 
reference to the union that was fa- 
vored by the other member nations, 
but it was no secret that the United 
States Government feels that a 
treaty arrangement for the union’s 
existence threatened trouble. 


Treaty Dangers Pointed Out. 


As was pointed out at today’s meet- 
ing by several speakers, Mr, Hughes 
among them, the continuance of the 
union under a treaty would require 
that the Parliament of every one of 
the twenty-one nations in the union 
must-ratify the treaty before it would 
become effective. 

There was some talk about con- 
tinuing the union under a resolution 
of the conference until the treaty 
had been ratified by all nations. 
This was put forward to counteract 
the danger of -having some of the 
nations now in the union give up 
their membership. 

This danger arose chiefly from a, 
proposed amendment of Dr. Gustavo 
Guerrero, Foreign Minister of Sal- 
vador, providing that nations which 
did not deposit their ratification of 
the treaty within two years after it 
was concluded .should cease to be 
members. 

Today. when Dr. Guerrero sug- 
gested that the treaty might become 
effective when a majority of the na- 
tions had deposited their ratifica- 
tions, objection arose immediately. 
It was pointed out that this might 
produce a situation where some v- 
ernment would be in the union by 
treaty arrangements and others 
without being bound by a treaty. 
This would bring a duality of inter- 
ests, it was contended. 


Resolution May Supplant Treaty. 


There seemed to be general agree- 
ment that the treaty could not be 
effective until it had been ratified 
by all the twenty-one nations. This, 
however, did not dispose of the pro- 
posal of the Salvador delegate that 
any nation which did not deposit 
its ratifications in two years should 
cease to be a member of the union. 
The ultimate decision was to refer 
the whole subject to a subcommittee 
with instructions to attempt to har- 
monize the conflicting views. 

While the decision to have the 
union’s new form of existence set 
forth in a treaty still stands, it is 
likely that the subcommittee is at 
liberty to recommend that the treaty 
arrangement be abandoned and the 
union be continued under a resolu- 
tion of the Pan-American Confer- 
ence. This resolution, while it would 
contain all the features of the treaty, 
would not require the ratification of 
erenty-one nations to become effec- 

ve.

Left Planks in Election Campaign. 


The present internal policy has 
three main planks (1) the admission 
of 100,000 workers from the bench to 
the Communist Party. (2) Reduction 
of taxes on the poorer peasants and 
an increase of taxes on the richer, 
and (3) the support of the poorer 
and middle peasants in the Union- 
wide electoral campaign now in 
progress and the elimination of the 
richer peasants from village and 
county Soviets.

To this end the Soviet might agree 
to soft-pedal considerably the Com- 
munist International. But the Rus- 
sians are incredibly resistant both to 
their own hardships and to foreign 
‘‘logic’’ or ‘‘common sense.’”’ They 
cannot be pushed too far. 

Then there is a further complica- 
tion. It is believed here, rightly or 
wrongly, first, that radical sentiment 
is growing in the leading European 
countries and, secondly, that the 
‘‘temporary stabilization of Euro 
capitalism’’—meaning really Tro- 
pean peace—is much less stable than 
might appear. 

In other words, one might say it 
is a race between European capital- 
ism blowing up faster than the 
Soviet’s financial needs, forcing the 
Soviet Government to make conces- 
sions.

UNCOVERED SITE OF HAZOR 


Professor Garstang in Lecture Here 
Asks Cooperation In Holy 
Land Excavations. 


Recent excavations in © Palestine 
have proved that there is not a flaw 
in the biblical narrative of the cam- 
paigns of Joshua, and they can‘ now 
be traced with absolute topographical 
accuracy, Professor John Garstang of 
the Institute of Archaeology of the 
University of Liverpool,.and former- 
ly head of the Department of An- 
tiquities of the Government of Pales- 
tine, told members of the American 
Committee of the Jewish Palestine 
Exploration Society at a dinner in his 
honor last night at the City Club, 55 
West Forty-fourth Street. 

The society, which was founded in 
1921, is the only Jewish organiza- 
tion engaged in uncovering Jewish 
antiquities and monuments in Pal- 
estine. The work is being carried on 
there by Professor E. L. Sukenik. 

Professor Garstang prefaced his 
lecture last night with a plea for co- 
operation between the American s0- 


ciety and the other societies in Pal- 
estine doing the same work. There 
is not only a vast field to be covered, 
he said, but there is a great deal of 
technical training of men to be un- 
dertaken in archaeology, sociology, 
phtoloey and topography to fit them 

on the work. He suggested 
a ountead institution to carry on such 
training of students. 

Professor Garstang said he would 
be glad to suabecete the 
American Committee for five years 
+ more in completing the excava- 

ons. 


Tells of Joshua’s Campaign. 


The famous campaign of Joshua, in 
which he swept in a surprise attack 
from Jericho against the Canaanite 
city of Ai, held by the Amorites, was 
first described by means of maps 
and photographs on lantern slides. 
More important was the campaign 
undertaken by Joshua in his old age 
against the fortified stronghold of 
Hazor. Until Professor Garstang dis- 
covered the site of Hazor recently, 
no one knew where that city had 


been situated. He came upon it by 
chance when on an automobile trip. 
On climbing a hill rising above the 
road along which he was riding, he 
discovered he was standing on top of 
the ramparts of Hazor. It is situated 
in a strategic spot at. the juncture 


of four roads radiating into Pales-|}- 


tine, and leading north to Sidon and 
Damascus, and south to Bethshan 
and Harosheth, part of a line of 
frontier fortresses controllin passes 
between Southern and orthern 
Palestine. 

Professor Garstang believes ‘that 
when the excavations are finished at 
Hazor they should show the exact 
date that Joshua entered the Prom- 
ised Land and thus give a radial 
point to the date of his ae 
and other events of the Old 
ment. 

These discoveries also permitted 
the verification of events related in 
the Song of Deborah, which is in the 
fourth and fifth chapters of Judges, 
said Professor Garstang. The cam- 
paign she describes can now be re- 
constructed hypothetically. 


Manuscripts Also Found. 

Professor Garstang mentioned brief- 
ly some other recent discoveries, 
such as a manuscript, seventy feet 
long, written about the eighth or 
ninth century of our era, and never 
before collated or published. It is 
the earliest extant manuscript of ‘its 
kind by 300 year» “4 said. There 
also hew< hee= discoveries covering 
the Hittite and Amorite penetration 
all the way southwazd to Jerusalem. 
In Jerusalem the old north wall of 


the city was recently discovered and 
ruins of ancient synagogues near by 
uncovered.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 6.—

State Alienist Says Youth Told 
Him He Knew Killing ‘Child 
Was a Crime. 


OTHERS HOLD HE WAS SANE 


Police Guard Is Doub'ed in Court 
Room Because Judge Reccives 
‘Death Threats. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 6 ().—Wil- 
liam Edward Hickman’s_ alleged 
words that he knew before he stole 
Marian Parker from school and slew 
her that kidnapping’ and murder 
were crimes punishable’ by life im- 
prisonment and death were weighed 
against him at his sanity trial today. 

They were carried into the court 
record by Dr. Frank Mikels of Holly- 
wood, an alienist.called by :the. State 
in its efforts to prove that the youth 
in the prisoner’s dock was sane at 
the time of the crime and to consign 
him to death for its commission. 

Not only did he admit knowledge of 
the consequences of the crimes he 
was committing, the witness dc- 
clared, but added: 

“I don’t fear punishment, but I’d 
rather not be hung.’’ , 

The police guard stationed at the 
court room was doubled today be- 
cause of death threats received by 
Judge Trabucco, presiding in the 
case. The Judge and Sheriff’s of- 
ficers believed the threats were the 
work of cranks. The Judge said he 
had received -a threatening letter 
early in the trial and other anony- 
mous threats have come to the at- 
tention of officers. 

The prosecution sent four alienists 
to the witness. box to tell of the ac- 
tions and reactions of the accused 
youth whose mentality was the sub- 
ject of attack throughout last week 
by defending lawyers and another 
group of medical men. 

Outstanding in testimony adduced 
today was the statement by Dr. Vic- 
tor Parkin of the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Insanity Commission, who said 
that Hickman had told him the kill- 
ing of the schoolgirl was a matter of 
self-protection to him. She had to be 
dismembered, Dr. Parkin quoted the 
prisoner as saying. 

All the expert medical witnesses 
summoned so far by the State have 
agreed on one point—the firm belief 
that Hickman was sane when he 
abducted, killed and mutilated Marian 
Parker. Most others have expressed 
opinions that the youth feigned in- 
sanity after his capture at Pendle- 
ton, Ore. The defense alienists 
agreed that Hickman was insane. 

Dr. Mickels elaborated today on the 
motive advanced by the prosecution 
that Hickman kidnapped the girl to 
obtain the $1,500 ransom from her 
father. The alienist’s testimony was 
based, he said, on conversations he 
had with Hickman before the trial. 


He 2 uoted Hickman as asking him: 
hy should I have worked a year 
when I could get it in a few days?’”’ 

He also quoted Hickman as declar- 
ing that when he committed the 
crime he ‘did not care if it was 
against the law.’’ 

The definite purpose of mesegy Sy to 
California to ‘‘pull some more job 
and have a good time,’’ the witiests 
testified, was the reason given by 
Hickman for coming West. The 
alienist brought out this point, he 
said, in an effort to determine if the 
trip had been that of mere wander- 
lust, declared by defense alienists as 
characteristic of dementia praecox 
insanity cases. 

He testified that. Hickman told of 
meeting Welby Hunt, confessed ac- 
complice in the slaying of C. Ivy 
Thoms, Los Angeles druggist, and 
another ot geen in Kansas City after 
they returned from a trip to 
California. He said Hickman de- 
clared: 

‘‘We planned to pull some big jobs 
and steal big cars for cash’’ in Cali- 
fornia, and that ‘““we (Hickman and 
Hunt) pulled about twenty jobs to- 
gether.”’ 

Theft habits formed by Hickman 
in Kansas City were said to have 
been admitted by the prisoner.

Ambassador Claudel was one of 
five speakers at the dinner Jheld at 
the Waldorf under the auspices of 
the three leading French societies in 
the United States, the France-Amer-, 
ican Society, La Federation de 1’Al- 
liance Francaise, and thy American 
Society of the French Legion of 
Honor, to celebrate the. sesqui-cen- 
tennial .of the signing of the first 
treaties between France and Amer- 
ica. With Mme. Claudel he had hur- 
ried to New York after affixin = 
ash- 
ington. Other speakers were Wil- 
liam D. Guthrie, President of the 
France-America Society; Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler, President of Co- 
lumbia University; George W. Wick- 
ersham, President of the American 
Society of the French Legion of 
Honor, and Frank D. Pevey, Presi- 
dent of the Alliance. 


_ Says Phrase Moved . Diplomats. 


Of the phrase, ‘‘outlawry of war,” 
M. Claudel said: 

“Tt was not only a grand word, it 
was a simple word. It answered to 
a need because it had something of 
the necessity of evidence, because it 
was bound to work, because it was 
one of those words which are not 
artificially elaborated by treaties, 
but the inborn virtue of which 
literally compels diplomats and 
statesmen to make room for them 
in the complicated game of inter- 
national relations.’’ 

After paying tribute to M. Briand, 
Ambassador Myron T. Herrick and 
Secretary of State Kellogg, M. 


Claudel said that ‘‘diplomats had 
only to frame, aacording to the pos- 
sibilities of time and circumstance, 
the new principle and to put it as a 
new and suggestive background to a 
treaty of arbitration cautiously engi- 
neered by professional craftsmen, to 
capture into the meshes of its legal 
phraseology every occasion of possi- 
ble international difficulties.”’ 

“This treaty was signed today,’’ M. 
Claudel went on. “I have no need 
to tell. you what it is. No negotia- 
tions were ever conducted in a more 
open light and in a freer air, an air 
re ahol and so nieoag that it makes 
0. Omacy quiver.’’ 

This ‘was a great day for France 
and America, he continued. 

Mr. Wickersham recalled the cir- 
cumstances of the first treaties be- 
tween France and America. In speak- 
ing of the character of Lafayette, he 
said that he thought the had ‘‘found 
a clue to that character in Lind- 
bergh.’”” Dr. Butler paid tribute to 
Benjamin Franklin for his part in 
engineering the first treaties. He re- 
palled that 150 years ago we declared 
with France that ‘‘there shall be a 
firm and inviolable peace.” 

“Since then,” he said, ‘‘we haven’t 
budged an inch.’’ 

Distinguished Frenchmen, headed 
by Marshal Joffre, who were cele- 
brating the anniversary in Paris 
sent greetings to the New York din- 
ers in a message transmitted over the 
new direct cable between New York 
and Paris, which was put into op- 
eration yesterday for the first time.

POINCARE. 
Herrick Sees Kindly Fate. 

Ambassador Herrick cabled: 

“he most important diplomatic 
event of the American Revolution 
was the signing here in Paris 150 
years ago today of wo treaties, 
one the Treaty of Alliance, the 
other the Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce, the two most important 
treaties that ever concerned the 
American people. By the conclu- 
sion of these pacts, the heart and 
sentiment of France admitted a 
frail, yet resolute, progeny into the 
society of nations, end the Govern- 
ment of the United States em- 
barked upon its initial diplomatic 
career, the ultimate event of which 
neither the Constitutional fathers 
nor the rulers of France in all 
their wisdom ever visualized. 

In the history of any nation fate- 
fui .vents are numbered. Had not 
our American troops won_ the 
Battle of Saratoga it is most likely 
that Franklin could not have ob- 
tained the signatrre of France. 
If Marshal Joffre hac not won the 
Battle of the Marne, it is evident 
that the United States could not 
have combined with "rance to 
drive the enemy from French soil. 
Thus the hand of fate was kindly 
disposed toward our two countries 
in these decisive events. Felicita- 
tions.

Former Ambassador Jusserand’s 
message called the first treaties 
‘“unique.’’ 

“The treaty signed then in 
Paris,’’ he said, ‘‘and which bears 
the honored name of Franklin,.was 
unexampled in the history of the 
world. France not only pledged her- 
self to come to the rescue, but she 
confirmed her renouncement of all 


the possessions on the American 
Continent which the harsh peace 
treaty of 1763 had taken from her.”’ 


TWO FETES HELD IN PARIS, 


One Is Luncheon by Briand for 
Herrick—They Read 1778 Treaty.

PARIS, Feb. 6.—The signature of 
the first and of the latest treaties 
between France and the United States 
was celebrated in Paris today at two 
functions, the cordiality of which 
served to emphasize how warm is 
France’s attachment to the memory 
of these 150 years of peace and 
friendship and to the nation which, 
by the treaty she signed with Benja- 
min Franklin, she was the first to 
recognize as a nation. 

In the morning Foreign Minister 
Briand had as his guests at luncheon 
Ambassador Herrick and his fore- 
most assistants, and the Ministers of 
Justice, War and Marine. In the 
evening the Comite France Amerique, 
the Cincinnati Society and the Sons 
of the American Revolution gave a 
joint dinner, presided over by Wil- 
liam Nelson Cromwell, the Duc de 
Broglie, who is President of the Cin- 
cinnati Society and the Marquis de 
Chambrun. who as a direct descen- 
dant of Lafayette, is President of 
Sons of the American Revolution. 

‘In accordance with the wish of 
Washington the text of the treaty 
which was signed today has not been 
issued for publication. The first 
reading of it eppereney. is being 
reserved for the United States Senate, 
but the absence of any definite in- 
formation about the contents of the 
document, the signature of which 
was being celebrated, did not in any 
way detract from the warmth of ex- 
pression and of mutual affection at 
each function. It was, perhaps, 
more the signature of the first than 
of the latest treaty which was being 
commemorated. 

M. Briand had it brought out from 
the archives of the Quai d’Orsay to 
show to Mr. Herrick before the 
luncheon and the two men read it 
together and looked with mingled 
emotions at the signatures of their 
predecessors, Alexander Conrad Ger- 
ard, who signed for Louis XVI, and 
on the American side, B. Franklin, 
as he signed himself, Silas Deane 
and Arthur Lee. Of what these men 
did that sixth of February 150 years 
ago today’s signature was only a pale 
reflection. : 


Informal Speeches Made. 
At the luncheon only informal 
speeches were made, M. Briand in a 
few words congratulating Ambassa- 


dor Herrick on his return to health 
and to France. During the past few 
years, he said, many treaties have 








been made. Some of them might and 
probably would suffer the ultimate 
fate of Franklin’s treaty, at which 
they had been looking, he went on, 
and would die in so far as the letter 
was concerned, But if the spirit sur- 
vived, what did the letter matter? 
The spirit of that first treaty, said 
M. Briand, survived for a century 
and a half, held France and America 
together. when the time of their 
greatest trial came and was, he be- 
lieved, imperishably dear to both 
peoples. ' : 

In his reply Mr. Herrick laid stress 
on the dignity, reason and delibera- 
tion which has always characterized 
the settlement of any small differ- 
ences between the two countries. 

“This long experience we have had 
in handling th. difficulties and the 

roblems which naturally arise be- 
ween two friendly nations,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘is itself sufficient to banish 
all fears of possible recourse to a 
brutal adjustment of our affairs by 
war.’’ 

The Ambassador sent a message 
to the evening dinner which he could 
not seme because of his still frail 

ealth, 


Bokanowski Speaks at Dinner. 


Maurice Bokanowski, Minister of 
Commerce, represented the French 
Government at the evening affair. 
In his speech he said that the first 
alliance had had this great merit: 


that even in England it had aroused 
the enthusiasm of noble men who 
loved freedom. He said it had 
been ‘fan alliance for free men in 
every country.’’ Later, he declared, 
France got back from the new coun- 
try full return for what she had done 
to help America’s cause of freedom. 
As a model for her own Constitution 
France took the new model which 
America had set up, he pointed out. 
The principles of equality and inde- 
pendence, solemnly proclaimed in 
the Declaration of Independence, 
were to become watchwords for 
Republican France.

George Russell, ‘‘AE,’’ character- 
ized himself yesterday as the only 
man in the whole’ world who talked 
to George Bernard Shaw for two 
hours without having any idea whom 
he was talking to. He gave his only 
New York lecture at Town Hall on 
“Some Personalities in the Irish Lit- 


of James Joyce, George Moore, Wil- 
liam’ Butler Yeats, Lord Dunsany / 
and others, te of their charac- 
ters and the incidents which made 
rather of their poetry or 
drama. 

“AB’s’’ meeting with Shaw was in 
the National Gallery in Dublin many 
He said he entered there 
to look around, and the place was 
“like most places 
where beauty is to.be found.” But 
there was one elderly man there, and 
they talked about art and literature 
for two hours. ‘The next day he 
earned that he had spoken to George 
Bernard Shaw. 

William Butler Yeats he met. forty- 
five years ago, when Yeats was ‘“‘a 
most beautiful, dark boy, with Boone 
olive flesh and long hair.’”’ ‘‘Now 
he is such.a di ied, intellectual 
and ‘noble: figure,’”’ said Mr. Russell, 
“that I like to recall that fantastic 
youth when he was trying to light 
every cigarette at the stars.’’ 

Joyce an “Arrogant Youth.’’ 

Toward the end of the century he 
met the then young poet, James 
Joyce, who later turned idealist and 
wrote ‘‘Ulysses’’ and :other novels. 
He was ‘‘a tall, handsome boy of 
19, a most arrogant youth,’’ at the 
time, said Mr. Russell, with an 
enormously high opinion of his own 
genius. ‘‘AE’’ described a meeting 
between Yeats and Joyce, in which 
the latter was most patronizing to 
the famous poet, and told him, ‘‘You 
are too old for me to have any effect 
upon you.”’ 

“IT think with horror of that fa- 
mous book, ‘Ulysses,’ which. is the 
ultimate boundary of realism,” said 
the lecturer, ‘‘but I also.think of it 
with respect.’”” _If Joyce would write 
a Purgatorio and a Paradiso to the 
Inferno which is his ‘‘Ulysses,’’ he 
remarked, there would be o) e of the 
greatest works in literature. 

When George Moore h that.a 
literary movement was getting. un- 
der way in Ireland some thirty years 
ago, he immediately hurried back to 
share in it, according to Mr. Russell. 
He was a most exacting individual, 
and carried -his finicky. tastes into 
culinary affairs. .When “AEK’’ first 
met him, George Moore had. been in 
Dublin for ten days, and had em- 
ployed six cooks in a vain effort to 
get an omelet done to his taste. One 
cook Bg so frightened at his anger. 
that she called a policeman. George 
Moore brought the officer into the 
dining room, showed him the omelet, 
and asked, “‘Is there a law to compel 
me to eat this omelet?’’ 


Talks of Irish Renaissance. 


The present Irish literary renais- 
sance began in the last decade of 
the nineteenth century with Standish 
O’Grady, who brought back ancient 
Gaelic. mythology into common 
knowledge with book, ‘Flight 
of the Eagle,” said Mr. Russell. That 
tradition of ancient Gaelic culture 


and a theosophical and gente yon . 


movement were the two 

forces in the revival of Irish 
ture. It produced the most mystical 
and idealistic literature in Europe 
and yet the Irish poets had a great 
a effect on the political his- 
ory of Ireland. :

The table, which was re- 
cently drafted, resulted from a con- 
ference with State Tax Commis- 
sioner Mark Graves at Albany and 
shows a total assessed valuation of 
real and personal property for the 
county of $1,588,308,301, as against 
$1,460,638,743 on the 1926-27 table. 

The assessed valuation of real es- 
tate for the county as indicated by 
the table is $1,317,732,253, an increase 
since the 1926-27 compilation of $175,- 
356,847. Last year, according to the 
compilation of assessment percent- 
ages of the eighteen townships and 
four cities of the county, the equal- 
izing point was fixed at .78210674, 
but this year the equalizing point is 
fixed at .829645135. 

The equalizing point is used as a 
basis on which to figure the average 
assessment which should be made by 
all cities and towns, Some are rated 
as assessing at only 60 per cent. of 


the full value of real property, while 
others are rated at assessing as high 
as 90 per cent.

THREE SLAYERS SENTENCED 


Minimum Terms Aggregating 28 
Years Imposed in General Sessions. 


Minimum sentences aggregating 
twenty-eight years in State Prison 
were imposed on three men by Judge 
Nott in General Sessions yesterday. 
Two of the men had pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter in the first degree 
and the third had been convicted of 
that crime. 

Giuseppe Seddio, 31 years old, of 
859 Tenth Avenue, Brooklyn, who 
pleaded guilty to killing Carmello 
Minio in .a pistol battle at Mott and 
Broome Streets on Aug. 20, was sen- 
tenced to not less than three nor 
more than twelve years on the man- 
slaughter plea and in addition not 
less than five nor more than seven 
years for using a dangerous weapon 
during the commission of a felony. 
The sentences are to run consecutive- 
ly and Seddio will be deported to 
Italy.on their completion. 

Peter Popluy, 31 years old, a bus- 
boy, of 335 East Ninety-fifth Street, 
was sentenced to not less than eight 
nor more than sixteen years for 
stabbing to death Lavinia Clapier in 
their apartment Oct. 29. Joseph 
White, also 31, a negro porter, of 7

of marines witn their flags. This 
was one of those Lindbergh recep- 
tions which went off as planned. 

The committee brought Colonel 
Lindbergh past the cheering crowd 
to the President, who had come down 
from the stand. Colonel Lindbergh, 
who had not worn his flying togs, 
stood bareheaded in his gray suit, 
while the distinguished-looking Pres- 
ident stood facing him, bareheaded 
in the sun, in a gray morning frock 
coat. The marine regimental band 
played the Haitian and American na- 
tional anthems, 


President Formally Welcomes Him. 


Then the President spoke, in excel- 
lent English, expressing his happi- 
ness at Colonel Lindbergh’s accep- 
tance of his invitation to Haiti and 
the admiration of the Haitians for 
him, and saying: 

‘‘Undoubtedly, my dear Colonel, 
you are the most popular and most 
beloved of the heroes of the world. 
You have no enemies, for civilized 
humanity is united in the same 
ro joy of cheering you. 

‘‘Why? Because you are the smiling 
conqueror, because you are not only 
the peaceful herald of international 
fraternity, but also you are, with the 
greatest simplicity, the radiant mes- 
senger of the greatest things in the 
world—sure science, dauntless cour- 
age, unflinching faith. 

‘‘We are glad, we are proud to open 
our country and our hearts to you, 
and your lofty message has symbol- 
ized our feelings into this cordial 
presentation of our highest national 
distinction, accompanied by the gra- 
cious flowers of our homes.”’ 


He Gets Haitian Order of Merit. 


President Borno then pinned the 
cross of the Haitian Order of Merit, 
which had never’ before’ been 
awarded to a white man or woman, 
on the lapel of Colonel Lindbergh’s 


coat, and put his arm around him. 

The President’s pretty niece, Mlle. 
Yvonne Mathon, then filled the 
flier’s arms with roses. 

There were introductions to all of 
those in the official stand, and fif- 
teen minutes after the —* Col- 
onel Lindbergh was free to follow 
the President from the field in an 
automobile with Mr. and Mrs. Rus- 
sell. 

Following, however, was not so 
easy. There were 1,300 Haitian 
school children and Boy Scouts, there 
were seventy-five American school 
children and their parents, there 
was the whole crowd filling the road 
and cheering the car, which worked 
its way slowly through them with 
Colonel Lindbergh. 

“Allo, Lindy! Allo, Lindy!’’ came 
the cries all along the way. 


Avenue Is Named for Flier. 


The car, threading its way past 
cabins with cotton piled high on the 
porches, entered the business dis- 
trict of Port au Prince. The city was 
in holiday attire, with the Haitian 
blue and red flags and the Stars and 
Stgipes flung overhead and_ the 
streets alive with smiling colored 
faces. 

It reached the Place l’Ouverture, 
where the flier read on an orna- 
mental sign the words ‘‘Avenue 
Lindbergh.’’ The royal palms lining 
this avenue were strung’ with 
Haitian and American flags, and to- 
night they are gay with red and 
blue lights, while across the way the 
outline of the Presidential palace is 
illuminated. 

Along the sinuous streets and past

Lindbergh Delays Start 20 Minutes 
' for Official Good-Byes.

SANTO DOMINGO, Feb. 6.—Colo- 
nel Charles A. Lindbergh took off 
from here for Port au Prince, Haiti, 
in continuation of his good-will flight 
to Havana, at 10:50 o’clock this morn- 
ing amid the cheering, hand-waving 
and good-byes of several thousand 
persons, including President Horacio 
Vasquez and his entire Cabinet and 
the foreign diplomatic corps. 

The remainder of the flight is a 
good-will tour in more sense even 
than was originally intended, be- 
cause in the fuselage of the Spirit of 
St. Louis Colonel Lindbergh carried 
two sacks of mail for Port au Prince 
and Havana, inaugurating an air 


mail service between the Dominican 
Republic and Cuba, on which reg- 
ular service will be started in March. 
The Government asked Colonel 
Lindbergh last night if he would find 
it convenient to do this. He con- 
sented quickly, apparently liking the 
idea, and when the mail, in red and 
blue sacks, wes brought to the plane, 
he helped to stow it away, smiling. 
The flier had intended leaving at 
10:30 A. M., but so many officials 
were present at the field that extra 
— was taken in saying the good- 
yes. 


Private Reception at Legation. 


Prior to leaving the legation with 
United States Minister Evan E. 
Young, the airman received the Do- 
minican Minister of Public Works, 
Andreh Pasteriz, and Mrs. Pasteriz, 
who had been prevented from attend- 
ing the receptions for him on ac- 
count of a death in their family. 
Several small children came with 
flowers, which the Colonel accepted 
with a bow and a smile. — 

On the way to the field Colonel 
Lindbergh studied a map of the is- 
land, locating the route of his flight 
via Santiago de los Caballeros in the 
famous Cibao Valley, along the north 
coast over Cape Haitien and thence 
south to Port au Prince. 

He flew over Santiago at the re- 
quest of the Governor of the district, 
who said that thousands there were 
eager to see him. He dropped a 
message there from his piane read- 
ing: 

“I regret greatly that my visit to 
the Dominican Republic is too short 
to permit me to stop at Santiago. I 
appreciate the warm welcome I have 
received in this country. There is so 
much of interest here I wish I might 
stay longer.’’ 


Demonstration Very Enthusiastic. 
The demonstration here during 
Colonel Lindbergh’s visit is said to 
have been the greatest and most en- 
thusiastic ever held in this country. 


The Colonel at each appearance in 
public won a greater amount of ap- 

lause than on the previous time. 

he newspapers have given an ex- 
traordinary amount of space to the 
flier, with comments without excep- 
tion admiring, and eulogistic praise 
in verse. 

President Vasquez, long an ad- 
mirer of Colonel Lindbergh from 
reading of his exploits, e ex- 
tremely fond of him during the three 
days, attending every function in his 
honor and keeping “‘the boy,’”’ as he 
called him, near him as much as 
possible. 

The President arrived at the field 
this morning before the flier. He 
watched with keen interest the 
preparations for departure and

J..T. McGovern Favors a Bal. 
ance Between Classroom 
Program and Play. 


ADULT EDUCATION URGED 


Dr. Faunce Tells Brown Diners 


That Drinking Is No Longer 
Flaunted on the Campus. 


John T. McGovern, consulting coun- 
sel of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Education, 
stressed the importance of ‘‘a sound 
balance between class room require- 
ments and recreational privileges and 
demands” for college students, in an 
address last night at the sixtieth an- 
nual Brown University dinner at ihe 
Hotel Astor. Dr, W. H. P. Faunce, 
President of Brown University, em- 
phasized the need for adult educa- 
tion. e 

“Contrary to the way in which 
some of the newspapers interpreted 
the Carnegie Foundation report made 
public today,” said Mr..-McGovern, 
“the indications were that college 
athletes were a little better scolasti- 
cally than the non-athletic students.,’’ 

He said, however, that the report 
did not embrace data from all the 
colleges. An interesting phase of the 
report, according to Mr. McGovern, 
was that those of the faculties who 
advocated long hours in laboratories 
were those whose retirement came 
on the average of two years earlier 
than others, 

Mr. McGovern, who is also Direc- 
tor of the Public Schools Athletic 
League of this city, said that ac- 
cor to a recent survey about 
5,000, boys were handled by that 
organization in the past twenty 
years, and he said he had not heard 
of a prosecution among them for 
juvenile delinquency. 

“This observation indicates that 
the normal boy reacts to a normal 
and healthy control,’’ he said. ‘In

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RADIO BOARD BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE) — 


House Sets Hearing for Next 
Week on Measure Extending 
Commission’s Life a Year. 


WOULD LIMIT LICENSING 


Permits for Broadcasting Would 
Run Only Six Months Instead 
of Three Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Sen- 
ate today passed the Watson bill to 
extend the life of the Federal Radio 
Commission as a control body of 
original jurisdiction over radio for 
one year after March 15, 1928. No 
action has yet been taken by the 
Senate, however, in confirmation of 
the appointment of Radio Commis- 
Sioners Orestes H. Caldwell, Sam 
Pickard and Harold A. Lafount, but 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, of which Senator Watson 
is Chairman, is now understood to 
favor their confirmation, provided 
the House agrees to the provisions of 
the Watson bill as approved by the 
Senate today. 

Under the original Radio act of 
1927, the Radio Commissioners were 
to be appointed for terms of two, 
three, four and six years, respec- 
tively, but the majority sentiment of 
the Interstate Commerce Committee 
is opposed to confirmation of any of 
the unconfirmed Commissioners at 
this time for longer periods than 
two years from Feb. 13, 1927, date 
of the original Radio act. That the 
Senate takes the same view of the 
situction seems apparent from its 
adoption today of a provision in the 
Watson bill providing that the terms 
of the present Commissioners shall 
run only until Feb. 13, 1929, or two 
years from the date of the original 
law’s passage. 

Under this arrangement, if ap- 
proved by the House and enacted into 
law, all members of the commission 


would have to be renominated again 
at the next session of Congress. 
Reports current late this afternoon 
that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee had ordered a favorable re- 
port on the contested nominations of 
Commissioners Caldwell, Pickard and 
Lafount were declared by Senator 
Dill and other members of the com- 
mittee tonight to be erroneous. It 
is learned that the committee is 
ready to report in favor of confirma- 
tion, but does not want the Senate 
to confirm unless the House — 
that feature of the Senate bill which 
would limit their terms, for the pres- 
ent, to Feb. 13, 1929. 
After that date—and this appears 
to be the view of a majority of 
the Senate, as provided for in the 
bill passed today—the Commission- 
ers’ terms would run for two, 
three, four, five and six years, re- 
spectively, from Feb. 13, 1927. In 
other words, the Senate majority de- 
sire is not to ‘‘freeze’’ the present 
situation ay confirming the con- 
tested nominations for longer pe- 
riods than the date fixed in the bill 
pee’ today. The majority commit- 
view, it is learned, favors put- 
ting the contested nominees on pro- 
bation for another year before as- 
senting to longer terms for them. 
The Watson bill as adopted today 
also carries a provision prohibiting 
the commission from issuing any 
broadcasting license for more than 
six months, or any other license for 
longer than a year, until after Jan. 
1, 1930. The existing law authorizes 
the commission to issue broadcasting 
licenses for periods up to three years 
and other licenses up to five years. 
The present commission, however, 
has been issuing only sixty-day per- 
mits to broadcasters. The view of 
the Senate committee is that there 
should be a legislative ‘‘check’’ on 
the present commission, and this is 
psig in the provisions adopted to- 
ay 
Indications are that early action 
will be sought in the House or. the 
bill. The bill as pending in the 
House Merchant Marine Committee 
rculd enlarge the power of the com- 
mission over chain hook-ups and also 
authorize it to prohibit “‘girect ad- 
vertising’’ by radio.

Federal Court at Wilmington, 
Del., Holds Licenses Granted 
Violate Clayton Act.

WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 6.—In 
the Federal court here today Judge 
Hugh M. Morris handed down a de- 
cision in the case of the receiver 
for the DeForest Radio Company 
and others against the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, granting an in- 
junction to restrain the radio cor- 
poration from acting in restraint of 
trade. 

The plaintiffs contefided that the 
radio corporation had granted li- 
censes to a large number of manu- 
facturers of radio apparatus in which 
it was provided that these concerns 








must buy tubes, &c., from the com- 


pany affiliated with it and not useé 
the tubes or other equipment of 
other companies. It was alleged 
that this was in direct violation of 
the Clayton act. 

The radio corporation declared in 
its answer that this was legitimate 
and that the contracts were for the 
use of its patients and were not in 
restraint of trade. 

Judge Morris in his decision holds 
that the contracts directly violate 
the Clayton act and that‘to permit 
such contracts, requiring the use of 
a certain product by licensees, would 
be to write a oe clause into 
the Clayton act itself

WITH ENGLAND NRAR 


Public Soon to Hear Tests of 
Programs on Short Waves, 
Engineer Reports. 


EXPERIMENTATION FINANCED 


Practical Problems Still to Be Solved 
Before the Exchange Can 
Be Made General. 


Plans for the exchange of radio 
programs between the United States 
and England are rapidly nearing the 
stage where tests. will be conducted 
with the public listening in on both 
sides of the Atlantic, according to 
Dr. A. N. Goldsmith, chief broadcast 
engineer of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company. 

To demonstrate the ease with which 
the English programs are being re- 
ceived in America via short wave 
relay, Dr. Goldsmith placed his tele- 
phone receiver near the loud-speaker 
in his laboratory. yesterday after- 
noon and music broadcast in London 
at an 8 P. M, [3 P. M. New York 
time] entertainment was heard over 
the telephone in THz New ‘YorrkK 
Times office. The station transmit- 
ting was 5SW, Chelmsford, England, 
operating on twenty-four meters. 

“International rebroadcasting be- 
tween United States and English sta- 
tions has been resolved to. a definite 
experimental project which has re- 
ceived official approval and a defi- 
nite appropriation of funds to carry 


out the work,’’ said Dr. Goldsmith pb 
yesterday. “We will pursue the prob- 
lems involved until they are satis- 
factorily ‘solved. 
“Among the problems to be studied 
are antenna design—both directional 
and multiple—suitable receiving sets 
and fading compensators which will 
equalize the output of the sets and 
place on the land wires to the point 
of distribution in New York @ con- 
stant amount of energy.’’

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3 CHANGES. MADE. 
IN FOOTBALL RULES 


Distinction ‘Between Muffed or 
Fumbled Punt Removed by 
the Rules Committee, 


SCREENED PASS IS CURBED 


Defénse Protected Until Ball Has 
Been Touched—Lateral Passes 
Must Travel Two Yards. 


By The Associated Press. 

Three important changes in the 
gridiron code for 1928, each designed 
to correct abuses or confusion .grow- 
ing out of the previous rules rather 
than to effect a fundamental! altera- 
tion, were announced yesterday by 
the National Football Rules Com- 
mittee through The Associated Press. 

The changes remove much of the 

rotection. afforded the lateral or 

ackward pass, do away with the 
confusing distinction between a 
muffed or fumbled punt, and deal a 
blow to use of the ‘‘screen pass.” 
They provide: 

1. That a backward or lateral pass 
must be tossed at least two yards’ to 
be classed as such and that it may 
be recovered by the defensive side 
if grounded but not advanced, thus 
doing away with the protection af- 
forded under the rules last year to 
hidden. ball and other trick passes 
behind the scrimmage line. 

2. That either a muff or fumble of 
a punt may be recovered by the 
kicking side but not advanced be- 
yond the point of recovery. 

3. That no player on the side mak- 
ing a forward pass and who has 
crossed the line of scrimmage may 
interfere with an opponent until the 
ball has been touched, thereby doing 
away with what the Rules Commit- 
tee believes has been unfair blocking 
and checking, to screen the pass re- 
ceiver, by players who themselves 
are not eligible to receive the pass. 


Only Three Changes Made. 


These were the only changes ef- 
fected by the Rules Committee, 
which in its week-end session at the 


Seaview Golf Club at Absecon, N. J., 
rejected other siggested alterations, 
such as the return of the goal posts 
to the actual goal line. The committee 
went on record as declaring it ‘‘had 
never seen a season of-better foot- 
ball’’ than under the 1927 rules. 

Two of the three changes made, 
those affecting the lateral pass and 
muffed point, represented a compro- 
mise with the opinion of a majority 
of college football coaches; who, at 
their December meeting, went on 
record: as favoring a return to the 
1926 code on these points. 

This point of view was put before 
the committee by the newly appoint- 
ed advisory group of three coaches— 
Knute Rockne of Notre Dame, Hugo 
Bezdek of Penn State and Bill 
ee the University of Cali- 
fornia (Southern Branch). In ob- 
taining a clarification and modifi- 
cation of these rules in order to 
make them easier to apply on the 
field, the coaches were considered 
to have gained their major objective. 

The new lateral pass rule probably 
will have the most decided effect, 
since it eliminates from protection 
the short passes between ball car- 
riers in close line plays and gives a 
definite yardstick by which officials 
may determine their decisions. At 
the same time, in the opinion of the 
committee, it retains a sufficient 
measure of protection to encourage 
the continued development of back- 
ward passing as a real strategic fea- 
ture of the offense. 


Laterals Must Travel Two Yards. 


The formal wording of the new rule 
provides that ‘‘on any such pass 
(other than a pass from the snapper 


back) which is clearly thrown a dis- 
tance of approximately two yards 
through the air and not merely hand- 
ed to or toward another player, the 
ball. if it hits the ground, is a free 
ball, but is dead at the point of re- 
covery, counting a down if recovered 
by the passing side.’’ 

One of the moot questions of the 
1927 season was the determination 
between a muff or fumble of a punt, 
but it is met by the simple expedient 
of eliminating the necessity of mak- 
ing a distinction. The committee 
points out that the kicker’s side may 
recover any muffed punt or any ball 
which may be fumbled during the 
course of a run back but may not ad- 
vance the bal] beyond the point of 
recovery. Here is the official text: 

‘“‘A player who is off-side is put on- 
side when the bal] touches an oppo- 
nent, but when a kicked ball other 
than a free kick or one which is 
blocked and does not cross the line 
of scrimmage is legally recovered by 
the kicker’s side, the ball shall be 
declared dead at the point of re- 
covery.”’ 


Screened Passes Curbed. 


The ‘‘screen’’ pass, wherein the sec- 
ondary. defense was. practically 
smothered by forwards of _ the 
passer’s side, is dealt a virtual death 


blow by the third change. Under the 
former rules it had become a power- 
ful part of the attack of many teams; 
the effect of the change, the commit- 
tee holds, ‘‘should do away with un- 
fair blocking and checking of the de- 
fense by players who themselves are 
not eligible to receive the pass, leave 
that rt of the field to which the 
pass is directed less congested and 
oh the eligible players of both 
eams a fair. opportunity to get at 
the ball.’’ 

The text of the rule specifies that: 
‘If the side in possession of the ball 
makes a forward pass, no player of 
that side who has crossed the line of 
scrimmage shal] in any manner inter- 
fere with an opponent until the ball 
has been touched, except in an actual 
Or id to catch or bat the ball him- 
self.’ 

The committee’s findings, all of 
which were reached fe a unanimous 
vote, were made public by William 
S. Langford, aoe who, with 
Chairman Edward K. ll, were re- 
turned to office for another year. 

The committee will meet during the 

first week in September to make of- 
ficial rulings and interpretations on 
such questions as may arise before 
that time. 
. The more cosuplete recodification 
or rewriting of the rules which the 
committee has undertaken is now in 
the hands of a special] subcommittee 
of Chairman Hall, Secretary a 8 
ford, A. A. Stagg of Chicago, H J. 
‘Stegeman of Georgia, Tad Jones of

keson signed a five-year contract 
to continue for all the colleges of the 
East the duties he performed last 
year for Yale, Harvard, Princeton, 
Army, Navy, Dartmouth, Columbia, 
Pennsylvania, Penn State, Pitts- 
burgh, Brown and Syracuse. 

The Central Board will complete its 
work with the publication of the 
1928 list of foot officials and will 
then disband. Okeson will take over 
the appointment of officials, and col- 
leges which are not members of the 
association will have to make their 
own appointments. 


Must Get Own Officials. 


This will mean that if two colleges 
which do not join the association are 
to play each other they will have to 


oo their own officials. The re- 
sult will be that they will be forced 
to comb the list which will still be 
available for them for satisfactory 
officials and will only be able to get 
officials who have not already been 
appointed by Okeson. 

It was learned on good authority 
that in intersectional games the past 
practice of each group naming two 
officials will be discontinued and 
that if the game is in the East Oke- 
son will appoint all officials and if

Last Spring a dozen of the lead- 
ing Eastern colleges, namely, 
vard, Yale, Princeton, Army, Navy, 
Dartmouth, Pennsylvania, Brown, 
Columbia, Penn State, Syracuse 
and Pittsburgh, decided to experi- 

ment with a plan for neutral ap- 

pointment of football officials, and 
at their request the Central Board 

on Officials appointed Walter R.

above-mentioned colleges partici- 


Having tried out the plan, the 
participating colleges, with the ad- 
dition of Cornell, decided to prop- 
erly organize themselves for its 
continuance. Accordingly, they 
have associated themselves in an 
organization called the Eastern As- 
sociation for the Selection of Foot- 
ball Officials, electing as officers, 
William Roper of Princeton, Presi- 
dent; Harry Heneage of Dart- 
mouth, Secretary, and Ernest Coz- 
ens of Pennsylvania, Treasurer. 

This organization has entered 
into a five-year agreement with 
Mr. Okeson to act as Commission- 
er of Officials and to create such 
an organization as will be neces- 
sary to carry into full effect the 
neutral appointment of officials ex- 
perimented with last year. At the 
suggestion of the Central Board on 
Officials, they are ready to extend 
this service to any or all colleges 
in the New England and Middle 
Atlantic States who desire it and 
who are willing to meet the added 
expense caused by such additional 
service. 


Object:ve Is Attained. 


With this machinery for the neu- 
tral appointment of officials, one 
of the most important objectives 
in the program of the Central 
Board has been reached. 

Established twenty-two years ago 


by the Rules Committee for the 
purpose of stimulating better of- 
ficiating and creating machinery 
for the selection of officials, the 
board finds today that with the ac- 
tion noted above, every section of 
the country has established ma- 
chinery for the selection of of- 
ficials and interest in officiating is 
at a high point. The original ob- 
jective having been attained, fur- 
ther supervision by. the Rules 
Committee in the matter of offici- 
— seems unnecessary and it has 
finally agreed to the long-expressed 
wish of the Central Board to re- 
tire from direction of this. ac- 
tivity. 

The Central Board accordingly 
is in a position to announce for

Seek a Third Bout. 


AT PEACE WITH. RICKARD 


Ready to Fight Once or Twice, Pend- 
ing Developments—To Remain 
in City About 10. Days.

Gene Tunney is not looking for- 
ward to a third meeting in the ring 
with Jack Dempsey, former world’s 
heavyweight champion. This was 
the announcement made last night 
by the world’s titleholder when he 
arrived at the Penn. Station from 
Miami for a visit to this city which, 
Tunney estimates, will extend over a 
period of about ten days. Rather, 
Tunney is convinced that Dempsey 
is through as a fighter and that 
the one-time Manassa Mauler would 
be exposing himself to grave danger 
if he attempted a second bid to re- 
gain the title he lost to Tunney in 
Philadelphia in the Fall of 1926. 

The clouds of dissatisfaction and 
discontent which hovered over Tun- 
ney’s relations with Promoter Tex 
Rickard have siemppeeres. and the 
heavyweight champion is pre 
now to fight under the Rickard ban- 
ner for this year, whether for one 
or two fights, if for no other reason, 
as Tunney naively remarked, than 
that ‘‘you are sure of getting your 
money when you fight for Rickard.’’ 

The number of in -which 
Tunney engages this year will be de- 
termined strictly on ring develop- 
ments affecting the heavyweight 
class. If there are opponents for two 
bouts, Tunney will fight twice. If 
there is only one suitable foe in 
sight, one who alone carries the sup- 
port of the fight-going public to in- 
sure the financial success of a heavy- 
weight championship battle, Tunney 
will have just one bout. 


Still Eager for Two Bouts. 


*T have not changed my mind on 
the desire for two fights this year,’’ 
sai’ Tunney in the few minutes he 


had to spare for newspapermen who 
formed an unofficial committee of 
welcome on the Penn Station t- 
form. The champion was rushing 
to a dinner engagement with close 
friends from Speculator and Albany 
and was already iate because his 
train was late in arriving. 
‘TI want two fights, but whether I 
will get two or just one remains to 
seen,’’ continued the champion. 
*“"Right now I am signed for one spe- 
cific battle. Rickard and I have 
reached an agreement for a fight in 
June against the man who makes 
the best bg gene oe in the elimina- 
tion bouts the promoter is conduct- 
ing. He has Sharkey and Risko 
signed to box, and Delaney is_signed 
to box Heeney. They look like the 
best four heavyweights active today. 
Certainly one man should come out 
of the tournament qualified to merit 
recognition as a challenger. 
“‘Because my plans with Rickard 
do not go definitely beyond a. bout 
in June I hesitate to say that I will 
have more than one fight. Of 
course, I want two bouts, but it ma 
be that there will be no one avail- 
able for a second match. I do not 
subscribe to the theory that the most 
important match must be held in the 


+ 

**‘Why is this so? Of course, prece- 
dent favors this belief, but there is 
no solid, fu1.damental reason why 
a heavyweight championship bout in 
June or July should not be just as 
important as one in August or Sep- 
tember. It just seems to be taken 
for granted that the Fall is the time 
for the important title match. Per- 
haps this year will show a change. 
Personally I hold the theory that 
whenever the title is at stake the 
match is important, regardiess of 
the time of the year. 

‘Another thing. I do not share the 
popular belief that Jack Dempsey 
will fight again, or that he is being 
reserved for a Fall match. In addi- 
tion to my disbelief in the accept- 
ance of the Fall as an ideal time for 
a heavyweight championship bout, I 
have a strong personal conviction 
that Dempsey is through with the 
ring. Of course, I may be wrong, 
but that is my rsonal belief. I 
know if I were mpsey I would 
know how I felt and would act ac- 
cordingly. 


Does Not Doubt Retirement. 


‘‘There is no sane reason for be- 
lieving that Dempsey’s retirement is 
not genuine. I believe he is convinced 
he will be exposing himself to ve 
danger ei permanent injury wtf he 
ever aga engages a boxing 
match and sor that reason has de- 
cided to abandon boxing. I do not 
agree with the popular belief that 
Dempsey’s retirement is part of a 
pumicity or ballyhoo scheme because 

refuse to recognize the necessity 
for any widespread publicity. A 
championship bout is a champion- 
ship bout of the amount 
of publicity it receives. 

“As I said ore, I have an agree- 
ment with Rickard for one specific 
bout. That bout is to be held in 
June. d that we have made no 
definite 8S, although we under- 
stand other thoroughly.

CEMAS IN SEVENTH 


Dayton Light - Heavyweight 
Scores. Decisively at the 
St. Nicholas Arena. 


VICTOR LEADS ALL THE WAY 


Has Rival Staggering Several Times 
Before End—Finley and 
Frisco in Draw. 


Joe Sekyra, Dayton, Ohio, candi- 
date for the light-heavyweight cham- 
pionship, knocked out George Gemas, 
rugged Philadelphian, last night, in 
the seventh round: of their sched- 
uled ten-round feature bout at the 
St. Nicholas arena nd removed an- 
other obstacle from his path to a 
title match with Tommy Loughran, 
the titleholder. . 

Gemas, after surviving six rounds 
of a smashing, vicious bcmbard- 
ment from Sekyra, collapsed under 
a terrific right to the jaw, followed 
by a wicked right to the heart and 
was counted out after 1 minute and 
19 seconds of the seventh round. 

At that time Gemas had withstood 
about all the punishment any ordi- 
nary mortal could be expected to 
withstand. He was pounded from 
pillar to post in a pitiless fire of 
punches which Sekyra loosed with 
the opening gong and never inter- 
rupted until his goal was achieved. 

Gemas proved himself as sturdy as 
an oak. He stood up without cring- 
ing through six rounds of. battering 
which would have discouraged a less 
sturdy, courageous fellow. He was 
on the receiving end throughout and 
as he left the ring, his face bloody, 
he received a hearty cheer from the 
crowd in acknowledgment of the 
game but futile stand he had made. 


Sekyra Leads at Start. 


Sekyra subjected Gemas to a steady 
fire of left jabs and left hooks to the 
face and body through the first two 
rounds. The Ohioan’s left jab to the 
face brought a steady stream of 
blood from Gemas’s nose in. the first 
round and started a swelling under 
Gemas’s left eye. Late in the second 
round Sekyra grazed the jaw with a 
staggering right. ; 

Gemas started the third round with 
an exciting rally in which he rushed 
Sekyra to the ropes, and after driv- 
ing both hands to body repeatedly 
hooked a left to the jaw. Sekyra 
bounded back on the attack and 
with a succession of lefts and rights 
to the face brought the blood from a 
cut under Gemas’s left eye. A right 
to the jaw staggered Gemas, and a 
succession of lefts and rights to the 
face made Gemas clinch as an es- 
cape from the storm of blows he was 
receiving. 

Sekyra tried hard for a knockout 
in the fourth round, but Gemas stood 
up bravely under. the Ohioan’s pow- 
erful left and right-hand drives to 
the face and body. Sekyra had 
Gemas staggering about the ring 
through the fifth round, but Gemas 
gamely held his feet. He could not 
fight back because his one idea at 
this stage of the bout was to avoid as 
much punishment as possible. Gemas 
also survived the sixth round, but 
nobody will ever know how. 

Sekyra started the seventh round 
easily enough, outboxing his rival 
for the first minute. Then the Ohioan 
crashed over a terrific right to the 
jaw and followed with a smashing 
right to the heart, under which 
Gemas collapsed gn the ring floor, 
where he was counted out. Sekyra 
weighed 179 pounds and Gemas 187 
pounds.

lem fought ten rounds to a draw in 
the semi-final.

A highly significant resolution 
was introduced in the Senate yes- 
terday by Senator GILLETT of Mas- 
sachusetts. It related to the World 
Court, and told the President of the 
belief of the Senate that it is advis- 
able to have “a further exchange 
“of views with the signatory States 
“in order to establish whether the 
“differences between the United 
“States and the signatory States 
“can be satisfactorily adjusted.” 
Such a step taken at this time by 
such a Senator means a sincere 
purpose to reopen the negotiations 
with respect to the Permanent Court 
of International Justice, to see if the 
slight remaining difficulties in the 
way of adherence to it by this coun- 
try cannot be removed. It is a fair 
assumption that Mr. GILLETT would 
not have offered his resolution un- 
less he had known.that it would not 
be disagreeable to the President. To 
be sure, Mr. COOLIDGE has publicly 
committed himself to the opinion 
that nothing more can be done by 
our Governmént about the World 
Court. But perhaps he has changed 
his mind. He may be influenced by 
political considerations. It was pol- 
itics which gloried, as Senator REED 
of Missouri has lately been glory- 
ing, in the fact that it had killed the 
World Court, and possibly politics 
may think that the time has come 
to resuscitate it. 

There is nothing unprecedented or 
irregular in the Senate calling upon 
the President to undertake or pursue 
@ negotiation with respect to a 
treaty. The thing has been done 
again and again, in connection with 
@ great variety of subjects. Of 
course, 2 Senate resolution of this 
kind is only advisory. It binds 
neither the President nor the Senate. 
He must retain unimpaired his 
right to take the initiative in the 
conduct of foreign affairs. But he 
may well be swayed by an appeal 
from the Senate, or by a joint resolu- 
tion passed by both House and 
Senate, of which there have been 
many instances in our history. 

The case for reopening the nego- 
tiations about the World Court is 
clear and strong. There had been 
a remarkable display of American 
sentiment favorable to our entrance 
into the World Court. Both political 
parties endorsed it in their plat- 
forms of 1924. President HARDING 
and Secretary HUGHES had warmly 
urged our joining the World Court, 
with proper reservations, and Presi- 
dent CooLipce afterward espoused 
the cause in his own name. Finally, 
Jan. 27, 1926, the Senate by the 
ov2rwhelming vote of 76 to 17 gave 
its, ativice and consent to the ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
Court or International Justice upon 
certain conditions. There could 
hardly have been a more conclusive 

ation. of the desire of the 
ye people to have a given 
policy adopted. 

The trouble arose, as everybody 
knows, over the reservations which 
the Senate proposed. These were not 
pasily understood by the signatory

To date, the® Government has 
thought that nothing useful could be 
done. But that is no finality. The 
Administration may see an opening 
now where it did not a year ago. 
With’ Senator R&ep taunting Repub- 
licans with having failed to get 
this country into the World Court 
“through the transom,” it may ap- 
pear that the time has come to enter 
by the door. -At all events, those 
Americans who have believed in a 
World Court and worked for it can- 
not fail to see a revival of hope in 
the significant move made yesterday 
by Senator GILLETT. 


BROADCASTING CONVENTIONS. 


In this radio age the public, famil- 
iar with incredibly successful “ na- 
tional hook-ups” of important pro- 
ceedings, will expect the national 
political conventions of 1928 to be 
broadcast. For the moment doubt 
has been cast whether the meetings 
at Kansas City and Houston will go 
on the air complete, as did those at 
New York and Cleveland in 1924. It 
is said that contracts with advertis- 
ers May prevent giving the air over 
to all-day-and-all-night sessions, as 
fiercely fought conventions are likely 
to have. Even if this could be ar- 
ranged, some press reports assert, 
the loss to the national broadcasting 


.| companies will be too great to ab- 


sorb “unless some national adver- 
“tiser wants to take over the whole 


;| “job.” That would be the largest 
and most costly piece of promotion 
;|in a single piece ever known. 


The suggestion is made that the 
conventions will be “turned off” 
for several hours at a time and occa- 
sional résumés given of what the 
minor proceedings have been, turn- 
ing the air over to them wholly, 
however, at such times as by custom 
they do their most interesting and 
important work. What would happen 
if the program-makers guessed 
wrong, and a convention suddenly 
produced a momentous speech or 
action’ while the Four Frantic 
Fraschinis a thousand miles away 
were filling the ether with the new- 
est jazz is not disclosed. Would the 
Fraschinis be suddenly cut out and 
Houston or Kansas City cut in? 
Then what would become of adver- 
tising contracts for those hours? 

A few complications like these 
suggest the likelihood that some way 
will be found by the wealthy inter- 
ests behind national broadcasting to 
report the conventions in their en- 
tirety by radio. While every ap- 
proaching convention seems more 


™momentous than the last—unless it 


is a ratification meeting for a White 
House incumbent—it is not an exag- 
geration to say that not for years 
will there be so many people deeply 
interested in the proceedings of polit- 
ical conventions. Certainly the issues 
which will arise before them both 
are as important as the parties have 
ever faced. And there will hardly be 
an hour, save when committees are 
being appointed, when either con- 
vention may not produce a sensation. 

However and by whom accom- 
plished, there should be no question 
that Houston and Kansas City 
should be reported verbatim, striden- 
tem and loquentem. 


THE TREATY WITH FRANCE. 


With happy design our new arbi- 
tration treaty with France is signed 
on the one hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary of the French treaty of 
alliance. Today finds the two coun- 
tries in the bonds of close amity. 
The new treaty is the best of inter- 
national agreements in that it af- 
firms an existing fact instead of 
merely creating a new status. It 
improves on the expiring Root treaty 
of arbitration by omitting the reser- 
vation about “vital interests and 
national honor.” The United States 
alone has held to this formula which 
is absent from sixty pre-war arbi- 
tration treaties between other na- 
tions and absent, by inference, from 
another sixty treaties negotiated 
since the war. Time alone can 
show whether further progress is 
registered in the preamble ‘to the 
new treaty which expresses the hope 
that some day the two countries 
may be joined by other nations in 
rejecting war as an instrument of 
policy. 

The hope expressed in the pre- 
amble might have been more than 
a hope. We might now be negotiat- 
ing that bilateral treaty for the out- 
lawry of war which M. BRIAND 
proposed last Summer. We might 
now be in: the act of carrying this 
suggestion a step further by dis- 
cussing Mr. KELLOGG’S  counter- 
suggestion of a multilateral treaty 
to the same effect. -It is true that 
M. BRIAND has recently said that he 
does not consider the exchange of 
views on the subject at an end. But 
so far there has. come from Wash- 
ington no reply ‘to M. BRIAND’s last 
note on the . subject, ‘That note 
was, essentially, a ‘request “for a 
further’ statement of what Mr. 
KELLOGG meant by the outlawry 
of “all” war. The French,Foreign 
Minister pointed out that in the 
broadest sense _ would interfere.

“So long as the Secretary of State 
remains silent the popular impres- 
sion will be that this is indeed his 
meaning. ‘Yet it is not the interpre- 
tation put forward by so good an 
advocate of the outlawry of war as 
Senator Bora in THE New YorK 
TIMES of last Sunday. He sees. no 
threat in the Kellogg plan against 
the defense of world peace by the 
League.'. He ‘insists that. if a sig- 
natory to the multilateral treaty 
should be guilty of a “flagrant 
breach” of the agreement, all the 
other nations would be automatical- 
ly released to do their ‘duty under 
the Covenant of the League. France 
will not find her hands tied in assist- 
ing Belgium against an aggressor; 
the aggressor will be simultaneously 
violating the multilateral treaty 
and so exposing” himself to punish- 
ment. And when Senator BoraH 
speaks of aggressors and of a breach 
of treaty he obviously. does not con- 
template the abolition of defensive 
as well as of aggressive war. 

Mr. KELLOGG’s proposal, therefore, 
is not a drive against the League of 
Nations. His multilateral treaty is 
really a cooperative effort. Mr. KEL- 
LoGG is not out to scotch the League 
of Nations and M. BRIAND is not out 
to torpedo Mr. KELLOGG’s proposal. 
It may, yet turn out that a great 
opportunity has not passed beyond 
recall.

CUTTING DOWN THE PARKS. 


One of the messages that Gover- 
nor SMITH sent to the Legislature 
last night dealt with the cuts made 
by the legislative leaders ‘1 the Ex- 
ecutive budget. Whether by acci- 
dent or design, the Republican oppo- 
sition chose to strike at a project 
close to the Governor’s heart. He 
hes given earnest attention to the 
proper development of the State 
parks, particularly on Long Island. 
The Republicans propose to cut a 
million dollars or so out of this 
year’s appropriation for that pur- 
pose. The Governor pleads. with 
them earnestly, and with restraint, 
not to hamper the work. No one 
questions the Legislature’s abstract 
right to reduce this or that item in 
the appropriation schedules. Under 
the Executive budget the Governor 
proposes, the Legislature disposes. 
But he is not estopped from seeking 
to show its leaders the error of 
their ways. 

On the merits of the controversy 
the Governor makes a strong case. 
Residents in this end of the State 
hope to see the great Southern State 
Parkway completed as rapidly as 
possible. It would be a misfortune 
if this year’s appropriations were so 
lowered that the parkway could not 
be connected with the causeway 
which is to give access to the new 
park lands on Jones Beach. It would 
be equally short-sighted for the Leg- 
islature to fail to make adequate 
provision for the landscaping of the 
parkway itself. A forty-foot pave- 
ment with a barren stretch of sixty 
feet on each side would be a travesty 
on modern road building. More se- 
rious still is the proposal to reduce 
the appropriation for the Jones 
Beach boulevard and causeway $250,- 
000.. The good faith of the State is 
pledged to this enterprise and its 
prompt completion. As the Gover- 
nor points out, the towns of Hemp- 
stead and Oyster Bay were induced 
to give over part of their valuable 
beaches to the State under an ex- 
plicit agreement that it proceed at 
once with the improvement. The 
Governor’s estimates of Long Island 
park needs are based throughout 
on careful estimates by competent 
engineers. No pinch-penny policy 
should be allowed to jeopardize so 
fine a public effort. 


ALL AT PLAY. 


One smiles to think of the much- 
enduring British Home Secretary in 
solemn consultation with those aca- 
demic high gods, the Vice Chan- 
cellors of Oxford and Cambridge, 
over the unusually lively row in the 
West End of London the night after 
the Rugby football match between 
the two universities. On “ Rugger 
Night ” and “ Boat Race Night” the 
undergraduates, or their imitators, 
take charge of certain theatres and 
music ‘halls, howl, sing, pelt actresses 
and dancers, hustle and fight in the 
streets. The bolder or unluckier do 
penance in the police courts the next 
morning. The last “ Rugger Night” 
seems to have been a little too vio- 
lent even for the Conservatives. The 
Morning Post, whose editor evident- 
ly stays.away from places of amuse- 
ment during the Ruggerite invasion, 
accepts “noise, a reasonable amount 
of horseplay.” He seems to believe 
that persons whv buy tickets to a 
show ought to be willing to have it 
spoiled by being used as a “ safety- 
valve for high volcanic spirits.” 

The undergraduates plead Not 
Guilty. ‘The excesses were com- 
mitted by ruffianly impostors pre- 
tending to be students. It is easy 
to believe them. In the bad old days 
New York used to be crowded with 
“fake” graduates and undergrad- 
uates. A timid soul couldn’t savor 
his glass of sarsaparilla in peace.

ally the: impostor, . Now 
“ everybody” goes to college, ‘There 
can be no. object in counterfeiting 
the proletariat. 

If you hear of college “ disturb- 
ances,” “riots,” you feel sure that 
the police have been indiscreet. 
Those innocent little lambs from 
Cam and Isis never even bleated in 
London. If it is a pleasing Cam- 
bridge habit to haul out your furni- 
ture and that of your friends as ma- 
terial for a bonfire, that is a strictly 
intramural and home privilege. If 
a historian of Cambridge has most 
improperly said that “the public 
“acts of the student population have 
“never yet suggested any powers 
“but the powers of prejudice and 
“ rowdyism,” he must be a soured 
Philistine. Cambridge University 
owes its origin to a row of drunken 
students at the University of Paris. 
They indulged in a little playful 
murder and emigrated to England, 
unwilling to submit to discipline. 

In medieval Oxford a_ clerk 
couldn’t break a vintner’s head with 
his own tankard without starting a 
street fight between Town and 
Gown. Blood and wine would run 
in the streets and men of learning 
be shot full of arrows. No trace is 
left of those old battles. The rela- 
tions of the Oxonians with the police 
are cordial, according to The Lon- 
don Times. The relations of the 
bogus undergraduates with the 
London police are less happy. We 
haven’t seen the advice given by the 
Vice Chancellors, but if the real 
students continue to be demure for 
a number of years in their London 
Visits, the hullabaloo of the false 
students can’t deceive anybody.

THE NOBILE POLAR EXPE- 
DITION. 

Just about a year ago, Captain 
WILKINS left Detroit for Seattle to 
make preparations for a second sea- 
son of airplane exploration in the 
horth polar region. The best time 
for flying there is April. He barely 
escaped with his life after coming 
down 550 miles northwest of Point 
Barrow. Early in February this 
year General UMBERTO NOBILE, who 
was with AMUNDSEN in 1926 in the 
voyage of the Norge across the Pole 
from Spitzbergen to Alaska, left 
Rome for Germany and Russia to 
make arrangements for the passage 
of an improved dirigible to Spitz- 
bergen. There a base is to be made 
for cruises in the unknown polar re- 
gion. His expedition will have the 
backing of the Italian Royal Geo- 
graphical Society and the City of 
Milan. It will be in a sense a na- 
tional undertaking for the Govern- 
ment of MUSSOLINI, which has ap- 
proved the plans. 

There was little credit for the Ital- 
ians in the Amundsen-Ellisworth- 
Nobile expedition. It succeeded in 
crossing the Pole but sighted no 
land. There followed an acrimonious 
dispute between Captain AMUNDSEN 
and NOBILE. Captain AMUNDSEN 
announced his retirement from 
Arctic exploration. General NOBILE, 
anxious to command an all-Italian 
expedition, has taken the view that 
there is still a good deal to be done. 
If he should discover land in the 
unmapped space of the Arctic Sea, 
Italy would make much of the per- 
formance. The expedition of 1928 
will lack nothing in equipment, and 
among its members are to be men 
of scientific attainments, including 
two Russian professors. While a 
record of meteorological conditions 
and magnetic variations will be 
made, the discovery of land masses 
will be the main purpose. In De- 
cember the Canadian Government 
was asked for maps and other in- 
formation relating to the territory 
it claimed. The inquiry would in- 
dicate that General NoBILe intends 
to cruise about the Arctic Sea in a 
search for land. The Italians un- 
derstand the value of strategically 
placed islands in relation to direct 
airplane routes between North Amer- 
ica and Asia. 

General NOBILE may have a rival 
in the energetic Australian GEORGE 
H. WILKINS, who in the end of No- 
vember was planning a third visit 
to Alaska to explore the Arctic with 
airplanes. In April, 1927, he took 
soundings on the air route to the 
Pole of Inaccessibility which indi- 
cated that for hundreds of miles 
west of the course taken by the 
Norge there was probably no land. 
He then transferred his activities to 
the northeast of Point Barrow, but 
on account of the lateness of the sea- 
son had to give up his quest. Cap- 
tain WILKINS is still firm in the 
faith that the Arctic has secrets.

Housewives who would like to 
look behind the scenes to discoyer 
the magic that makes them. throw 
away articles still useful should read 
an explanation given by Grace ELy 
in The Journal of Retailing. She is 
accustomed to talking to the own- 
ers and managers of retail . stores 
on. the importance of beauty—in 
their windows, on their counters, 
and, above all, in their advertising.

Miss 
ELY mentions some well-known art- 
ists, ARTHUR RACKHAM, RENE CLARK 
and others, whose paintings are now 
as beautifully reproduced in maga- 
zine advertisements as they were in 
expensive books a few years ago. 
Some of the artists whose work 
appears in the newspapers are s0 
eager to appear ultra-modern that 
the reader is more conscious of the 
queer arrangement of jagged lines, 
fantastic lettering and Benday shad- 
ows than of the thing advertised. 
However, repetition of a character- 
istic oddity day after day leaves its 
mark on the public mind. 

Advertising art ran ahead of the 
manufacturer for some years. Cus- 
tomers were disappointed when they 
ordered the exquisite breakfast food 
pictured in brilliant colors on a 
shiny, appetizing page and found 
it to be the same old “hay.” De- 
signers, chemists and in fact all 
kinds of experts have been called in 
to make the product come up to its 
picture. If women are startled to 
discover that they are buying things 
not because they are all wool and a 
yard wide, but merely because they 
are irresistible in the picture, they 
may console‘ themselves with the 
thought that the makers are catch- 
ing up. Soon everything will be as 
good as it looks.

The Grandfather H. A. Lorentz 
of of the Univer- 
Relativity. sity of Leyden 
passes one of 
the giants of mathematics. His pen- 
etrating mind impressed itself on 
many phases of physics, but his name 
is coupled primarily with the elec- 
tron theory and with relativity. 
After Sir J. J. THomson had defi- 
nitely placed the electron theory of 
matter on its feet, Louzntz looked 
inside the infinitesimal atom with his 
keen mathematical eye.

emergency snow shovelers to avoid 
fraud, well and good, but it is a little 
hard to understand why Deputy Con- 
troller Pria, should have been so 
wrought up over Commissioner Hic- 
Gins’s innovation. If fingerprinting 
is a ‘‘degrading process,’’ then every 
veteran of the A. E. F. was de- 
graded long ago. 

There is still popular prejudice 
against the practice because it has 
been associated with the identifica- 
tion of prisoners. ‘That is a foolish 
notion,. and should in time. disap- 
pear. So long as the fingerprinting 
is done without unfair discrimination 
and for a useful purpose there need 
be no objection to it. 

Often it is a boon to the individual. 
It protects the World War veteran, 
for instance, from having some one 
else enter a false claim for his bonus. 

Some day we may all be finger- 
printed as a matter of course.

A Plea for Landlords. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The favorite pastime of the legislators— 
submitting bills affecting landlords and rents 
~—is on. Personally I would like to see the 
rent laws extended. But give the landlord an 
even break. 

Adjust the laws so that an undesirable 
tenant can be evicted without having to re- 
sort to the courts, where the tenant delays 
action by demanding a jury trial, clogs the 
court machinery by obtaining postponements 
and then, after a year of waiting, the land- 
lord is beaten by a tenants’ jury. 

Usually the cry is that a raise in rent Is 
demanded, This is not the case in these 
days, anyway. However, that evil can be 
overcome by having the landlord post a bond 
that the rent will not be raised, and that the 
main issue in the case is the undesirability of 
the tenant. 

As a tenant I have observed the willful and 
malicious damage done by a certain element 
and the defeat of. the owner’s attempt to 
oust them. It is an easy matter for this 
element to have another tenant of the same 
calibre swear in court as to his desirability. 
Repairs cost money and tenants of this sort 
help to maintain high rents. 

Extend the rent laws, but make it easy to 
oust the destroying tenant.

WESTCHESTER BOARD -

Supervisors “Vote, 34 to 5, for 
Resolation Requesting Change 
in State Law.

He is 
manager of the outlying stores and 
has found that these stores not only 
are a satisfactory investment but are 
of great service. 

Mr. Selfridge said that ‘wages and 
salaries were lower in England and, 
of course, clothing and food were 
cheaper. The average working girl 
paid $10 for a dréss in London which 
would cost more than twice that 
amount here, and there, too, he said, 
she got’ more dress, as the dresses 
were well below the knee, three or 
four inches lower than the dresses 
of: American girls.

SERIES IN. PLAZA. RECALLED 


Three fires of. a suspicious nature 
were discovered on the fourth floor 
of the new Lincoln Hotel, on Eighth 
Avenue between Forty-fourth and 
Forty-fifth Streets, early yesterday 
afternoon. They were all extinguished 
before much damage was done, but 
their nature was such that Fire Mar- 
shal Thomas Brophy is investigating. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock the hotel 
alarm was turned in to Fire Head- 
quarters. Engine companies under 
the direction of Deputy Chief Joseph 
Hanlon and Battalion Chief John J. 
Flood responded and found the blaze 
to be in Room 406, on’ the western 
end of the fourth floor. The stand- 
Pipe was connected and hose was 
run‘ into the room, and beyond 
scorching the walls and burning 
some of the furniture the fire did 
little damage. 

However, the blaze had apparently 
started in the box mattress of the 
bed, so becoming a little suspicious 
Chief O’Hanlon told his men to visit 
all the: rooms on the floor, open the 
doors and see whether there were 
any further fires. The hotel has not 
been officially opened yet, although 
there are.a few guests, and the floor 
was consequently deserted. 

In the room next to the one in 
which the first fire had been found— 
407—the bed was smoldering in the 
same way. On the other side of the 
building, in Room 432, there was a 
similar small fire. Both _ were 


quickly put out, and Fire ‘Marshal 
rophy with Detective Lieutenant 
James Coy of Police Headquarters 
and Detectives Manney and.

“Mrs. Dane’s Defense,’’ the old 

Henry Arthur Jones war-horse, was 
revived at the Cosmopolitan last eve- 
ning: As the first’ of a series of 
“standard revivals” at ‘‘popular 
prices,” if prices can ‘ever be popu- 
lar, it brings together an estimable 
troupe of players, with Violet Heming 
quite charming in the leading réle, 
with the roguish Alison Skipworth 
mincing imposingly as the slanderer, 
with the mellifluous Robert Warwick 
caressing his lines as the good law- 
yer, lover and stepfather, with J. H. 
Brewer in his familiar part of an 
unctuous parson, with Julia--Hoyt, 
Vivian Martin, Conway Wingfield, 
Horace Braham and George Alison— 
to close a generous list and a long 
* @entence at the same instant. 

Back in ‘the ‘pallid year of 1901 
Margaret Anglin, Margaret Dale, 
Charles Richman and Guy Standing 
‘were members of the Empire Thea- 
-tre. permanent company, where this 
“social study of modern life’’ instant- 
ly became a matter ‘‘for general 'con- 
gratulation.’’ According to the Times 
palimpsest of that date, Miss Anglin 
not only played with delicacy. and 
grace, but wore ‘‘expensive and taste- 
ful dresses.’’’ And Jessie Millward’s 
green-spanglied dinner gown ‘‘created 
a rustle and a hum of astonishment 
in the audience because of the gor- 
geousness of its matérial and the ex- 
treme of style‘ shown in its cut.’’ All 
in all, it was a notable Empire occa- 
sion. 

In_its present revival ‘‘Mrs. Dane’s 
-Defense’’ appears to be merely a 
quarter of a century or so old. Like 
all realistic plays based upon rigid 
“social codes, it does not speak elo- 
quently to the wastrels of another 
social period. As nearly every col- 
lege studént of the drama must 
know, to say nothing of veteran 
playgoers, ‘‘Mrs. Dane’s Defense’’ 
sets out to show that a woman who 
has fallen once cannot re-enter so- 
ciety. Inasmuch as Mrs. Dane: is 
impersonating her dead cousin, in 
an effort to escape her unsavory 
past, the issue is rather more com- 

licated. But the alarms that fly 
Ensough Sunningwater society when 
Mrs. Dane is suspected, and Sir 
Daniel Cartéret’s sacerdotal remarks 
about the imperious law of man and 
woman keep the drama definitely of 
“the Second Mrs. Tanqueray’’ school. 
To put it bluntly, that is not the 
school of today—rior was it, if 
memory. serves, the school of the 
wavward ‘Mnie: Slipslop. 

The cross-examination scene in the 
third act still Bere FE eg atghceny 
though tame and courteous by com- 

ae with the grim staccato of its 
- innumerable descendants. And the 
ingenuity of the craftsmanship still 
endures in several scenes. Different 
manners have not lost the irony of 
forcing the slanderer ungraciously to 
recant true, though unwelcome, per- 
sonal accusations in the last act. But 
the formal style of the writing, 
especially in the flings at humor, and 
hackneyed sentences here and there 
make us impudent modern suspect 
that the palmy days of the drama 
may have been the lettuce salad days, 
after all. Who will be writing in 
that commonplace, complacent mood 
“twenty-five years from now? 

The production is agreeably set 
and directed. And the actors run 
through their paces nimbly for the 
most part, and defend Mrs. Dane 
as honestly as they can. In suspect- 
ing them of being faint-hearted 
about this teapot tempest, one may 
be merely reflecting one’s opinions 
about the play. At any rate, ‘‘Mrs. 
Dane’s Defense” does bid us turn 

~ time backward in its flight. Not for 
‘the world, or for drama!

Harry Delf’s new play, produced 
at the Mansfield last night, has to 
do with the same sort of everyday 
people who figured in the author’s 
“The Family Upstairs’—and, for 
that matter, with some of the very 
same people. Mr. Delf, it may be 
recalled, was one of the first of the 
musical comedy actors to throw off 
the shackles and decide to be a play- 
wright instead. Now, apparently, 
he is beginning to slip back again, 
for in the case of his new comedy 
he is chief player as well as author. 

The name of the new piece is ‘‘At- 
las and Eva,’’ although there were 
two or three splendid days when it 
promised to be known as ‘‘The Neb- 
blepredders.’’ Indeed, that mouth- 
filling name supplies not a little of 
Mr. Delf’s comedy—he is continually 
being obliged to spell it to unbeliev- 
ers over the telephone. Too, ‘‘Atlas 
and Eva’’ is the saga of the Nebble- 
predders, of the minutiae of their 
lives, of their jobs and their loves 
and their troubles. A better title, 
“The Nebblepredders.”’ 

In varticular, the play tells the 
story of the hard-working young son 
of the house who is by way of eing 
the family pack horse. This bur- 
dened young man, in addition to his 
daily hours as floorwalker in a de- 
partment store, manages to find 
swains for Lis sisters and jobs for 
the various males of the family, to 
keep a juvenile brother in something 
resembling check, to bear the 
troubles of every one, and, it need 
hardly be added, to foot all the bills. 
So Mr. Delf, it will be seen, has 
written quite a part for himself. 

The materials of the play, of 
course, have nearly all been used be- 
fore, and Mr. Delf has not assembled 
them with quite sufficient skill to 
justify the retelling. The play is set 
in a key of slightly farcical realism— 
of fathers chasing bad little boys 
with razor strops, of youthful lovers 
forced into public embrace for the 
delectation of admiring relatives, of 
much talk about false teeth and 
operations. There are occasional 
moments of mild amusement, and 
now and then a satirical reflection 
of the commonplaces of every-day 
speech. But in the main Mr. Delf’s 
is too easy a realism—even the 
scenes of fidelity to life fall with no 
freshness on the ear. They have 
been written too often. 

As his own chief actor Mr. Delf 
does a little better. Looking a little 
like a younger Abe Potash, he further 
resembled him in his pained recep- 
tion of the sundry items of bad news 
imparted by the march of plot. Helen 
Lowell is briefly present as a com- 
plaining mother, and the interesting 
Leona Hogarth also does her little 
well. The others, including the vet- 
eran,George Marion, fit into the pic- 
ture well enough,

Mr. Stewart, after meeting another 
of Charlotte’s victims, decides to 
make Charlotte uncomfortable for a 
spell. He not only announces his 
own death but also gives out the 
news that. he has left all worldly 
possessions to Charlotte. For some 
unexplained reason Charlotte, who 
does not look as if she ought to be 
rusted to cross the Hudson unac- 
companied, arrives at La Mazita all 
alone. One would think that she 
had mistaken La Mazita for New 
London, Conn., in Summer, by the 
way she is dressed on board one of 
the South Sea river boats. 

For days, it may even be weeks, 
Charlotte, after being told by Stew- 
art what he thinks of her, lives 
alone, and you see her retiring under 
her mosquito netting. She has a 
faithful black servant and, appar- 
ently, is forced to stay in the spot 
so long as Stewart insists. . 

There is much melodrama in this 
film and many ludicrous titles. It 
looks very much as though the pro- 
ducers relied on the rain in the pic- 
ture to make it interesting. Phe 
negroes who figure in the different 
scenes have been well-oiled to give 
one an impression of the dreadful 
heat. Most of the characters find a 
chance to mop their brows, and even 
Charlotte fans herself daintily with 
her small handkerchief soon after 
she leaves the river boat. 

Lee Shumway is quite a competent 
actor, He does not have a good op- 
portunity in this picture, for he has 
not been well directed.

There are other incidents in this 
story that are equally logical. The 
lighting and photography are not es- 
pecially impressive, and the acting is 
of the school that believes in tap- 
ping fingers and clenched hands.

ROW DUE OVER CAVELL FILM 


Censor May Get Protests if Picture 
Is Not Changed.

LONDON, Feb. 6.—A controversy 
was threatening today over a pro- 
posal to exhibit in this country a 
film portraying the scene at the 
shooting of the nurse Edith Cavell, 
who was executed by the Germans in 
Brussels on Oct. 12, 1915. ‘‘Dawn,” 
the film in question, depicts many 
incidents unfamiliar to the general 
public which are said to add horror 
to the ghastly scene, and vigorous 
protests are likely if these details 
are not changed by the British 
censor. It is understood that the 
German Embassy helped the_pro- 
ducers, and the name of an impor- 
tant German diplomat still living 
has been dropped from the screen 
story. This diplomat, it is under- 
stood, pleaded urgently that the exe- 
cution of Miss Cavell should not be 
carried out.’ It is not. mentioned 
whether the execution scene shows 
the German soldier who refused to 
fire on Miss Cavell when the order 
was given. According to report, he 
was shot thé same morning and 
buried alongside Miss Cavell.

Temporary. Admission to Aliens of 
Contiguous Countries for Sea- 
sonal Labor Is Provided.

WASHINGTON, Feb.6.—Immigra- 
tion from Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland would be more than dou- 
bled and from Mexico it would be 
reduced to one-tenth of its present 
influx under the terms of the new 
immigration quota bill which Senator 
Watson of Indiana has introduced, 
with the approval of Secretary Davis 
of the Department of ‘Labor. 

A net increase of 89,927 over the 
aggregate for 1927’from both quota 
and non-quota countries would re- 
sult from the changes, according to 
an estimate computed today b 
W. W. Husband, Second Assistant 
Secretary of Labor. 

The bill pro s that future im- 
migration quo of European and 
other countries from which immigra- 
tion is now limited by the Act of 
1924 shall be based on both the pres- 
ent and the so-called national crt in 
pane which will become effective 

uly 1, 1928, unless modified by Con- 
gressional action. 

Where the quota as established un- 
der the national origin plan exceeds 
present allotments, such number will 
be the sete. of the country con- 
cerned, but in no instance is the

population method. 


Principal Quota Increases. 


According to provisional figures, 
Mr. Husband found, the quotas of 
thirteen countries would be increased 


by a total of 47,108 under proposed 
plan, the principal increase being: 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
from 34,007 to 73,039; Russia, from 
2,248 to 4,781; wiomyy & from 3,845 to 
6,091, with minor increases in the 
uotas of Netherlands, Austria, 
pain, Hungary, Greece, Lithuania, 
Turkey, Yugoslovakia, Finland and 


On the other hand, Mr. Husband 
said, if the national origin plan goes 
into effect without modification the 
quotas of thirteen countries will be 
reduced, the principal reductions, ac- 
oe to the provision figures, be- 
ing Germany, 51,227, to 23.428; Irish 
Free State, 28,567, to 13,862; Sweden, 
9,561, to 3,259; "Norway, 6,453, to 
2,267; Denmark, 2,789, to 1,044; Po- 
land, 5,982, to. 4,978; . Switzerland, 
2,081, to 1,198; with smaller decreases 
for Austra, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Danzig, France and Rumania. 

The bill proposes still another meth- 
od of alloting annual quotas to coun- 
tries of the Americas, in providing 
that such quotas shall be fixed at 10 
per centum of the number of natives 
of such countries resident in the 
United States, as determined by the 
census of 1890, with a minimum 
quota of 2,000 for each country.

“If the bill becomes a law, every 
country in the world,” Mr. Husband 


said, ‘‘would have a fixed annual 
Lpealg ration quota and such quotas 
would aggregate 357,654, compared 
to 158,657 quota immigrants and 
158,070 natives of non-quota coun- 
tries, or a total of 317,727 admitted 
in the fiscal year 1927 under the act 
of 1924.’ 

Mr. Husband pointed out today 
other provisions of the bill as fol- 
lows: 

That in addition to the quotas of 
foreign contiguous countries the 
Commissioner General of Immigra- 
tion, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of Labor, may during the 
next two fiscal years admit tem- 
porarily, for periods of not more 
than six months, not to exceed 
10,000 otherwise admissible aliens 
from each such country to perform 
seasonal or emergency labor in the 
United States, provided that labor 
of like kind unemployed cannot be 
found within a reasonable distance 
of where such labor is to be per- 
formed. 

That the lawful wife and minor 
children of an alien who was legal- 
ly admitted to the United Siates 
for permanent residence prior 
to July 1, 1924, shall, on petition of 
such resident alien in the manner 
provided in Section 9 of the Immi- 
gration act of 1924, be accorded a 
non-quota status, but such _ provi- 
sion shall not apply in cases: where 

marriage. occurred subsequent to 
such legal entry; rovided such 
wives and minor children depart 
for the United States within one 
year from the passage of this act; 
and provided further that the 
number of non-quota-visas so. is- 
sued shall be limited to 30,000.

LONDON, -Feb. 6.—Secre of 
Labor Davis’s speech on the Watson 
Immigration °b aroused ‘consider- 
able interest in London, 

“In official circles,” says The Daily 
Express, ‘‘it is believed that America 
intends to alter her whole quota 
schéme in order to make a special bid 
for British emigrants and their fam- 
‘flies, It is thought this proposal is 
intended as an offset to the domina- 
tion of Southern European races in 
America’s population and also to bal- 
ance the secession of so many Cana- 
dians who are now returning to their 
country. after living some.-years in 
the United States.’
